Rebels Overthrow 
Iraq Government 


President 
Is Killed 
In Revolt 


TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) — 
Army and air force units 
rebelled 
in 
Iraq 
today, 
overthrew the government 
and announced that Pre­ 
mier Abdel Karim Kas­ 
son was slain. 


The r e b e l s apparently were 
sympathetic to the United Arab 
Republic, whose radio in Cairo 
hailed the revolt as “the dawn 
of a bright future for the Iraqi 
people and army.” 


Word of the revolt came from 
rebel radio broadcasts and diplo­ 
matic d i s p a t c h e s to capitals 
throughout the Middle East. 


Reports reaching Ankara, Tur­ 
key, said Kassem’s headquarters 
in the Defense Ministry building 
were bombed at 8:30 a.m. (<12:30 
a m., EST) and the structure re­ 
duced to rubble, with Kassem 
possibly buried in the wreckage 
But rebel broadcasts indicated 
his body may have been dragged 
into the streets for the public to 
see. 


Heads New Junta 


Brigadier Abdel Karim Mustafa 
was named leader of the new rul­ 
ing junta. He was identified as 
commander of the Erramadi gar­ 
rison in the suburbs of Baghdad, 
but little else was known about 
him. 


Communiques broadcast from 
Baghdad were made in the name 
of the “National Council of the 
Revolution Command.” 


The insurgents described them­ 
selves as “free officers,” a term 
generally 
identified 
throughout 
the Middle East with those who 
support 
the 
policies 
of 
.a.r. 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


The rebel broadcasts said for­ 
eigners in Iraq, a troubled land 
of deserts and rich plains cen­ 
tered on the cradle of civilization 
•—the Tigris and Euphrates val­ 
leys—“need have no fear.” 


“Their security will be respect­ 
ed,” they said. 


The insurgents also promised to

A savage onslaught of wind and 
cold today plunged Lower Bucks 
into a new deep freeze which 
sent tem peratures down to two 
degrees below zero — the coldest 
in 27 years.

The thermometer fell 20 de­ 
grees in eight hours from 22 at 
midnight to two below zero at

Sunny skies today brought a bit 
of relief, but not much as the 
te m p erate had reached only IO 
degrees above zero at I p.m. 
Not A Record 
This morning’s two below is not 
a record for this date since the 
area was in the midst of its cold­ 
est outbreak in history on Feb. 8* 
9, 1934. Tem peratures dropped to 
eight below on Feb. 8 and then 
plunged to 14 below early on 
Feb. 9. 
From yesterday’s high of 46 de­ 
grees at I p.m. the thermometer 
began a downward trend, drop­ 
ping to 40 at 4 p.m. and then 
reaching the freezing point at 8 
p.m. 
The weatherman admitted get­ 
ting caught off guard as the polar 
air wasn't expected to drop this 
far southward.

Which learns faster, a mouse or 
a hamster? This is a question to 
which Frank Robidoux’s fourth 
grade at Pennsbury^ Makefield 
School are finding the answer in 
a classroom experiment. 
The 
class 
is 
learning 
about 
scientific experim ents by conduct­ 
ing one of th eir own. The group 
of 32 children has divided into 
eight com m ittees. Every morning 
one of the eight com m ittees puts 
the h a m s t e r 
and two m ice 
through a m aze which they have 
constructed from wooden blocks. 
At the end of the m aze is a pile 
of food which m otivates the an i­ 
mal to travel through the maze. 
One of the com m ittee of chil­ 
dren is appointed tim er. It is his 
duty to tim e and record on a 
chart the num ber of seconds it 
takes each anim al to reach his 
goal. The other three children on 
this com m ittee assist in putting 
the anim als through 
their test. 
Meanwhile, the other com m ittees 
ar busy taking care of the cages 
and doing research on mice and 
ham sters. 
At the end of eight days, every 
one of the com m ittees will have 
put the anim als through tho m aze 
and recorded 
the 
results 
The 
combined results will then lie tab­ 
ulated by the class and a con­ 
clusion reached. 
The m ain objective of this ac­ 
tivity, above and beyond answ er­ 
ing the question about the pro­ 
gress of their “ rodent friends" in 
learning the m aze, 
is 
that 
of 
learning w hat to look for when 
conducting a scientific experim ent, 
how to collect data, and how to 
tabulate and evaluate data in or­ 
der to reach a conclusion. 
All of this will be helpful to 
the class m em bers in their p rep a­ 
ration for the Science Fair to be 
Jo ’ n G ear.
